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SENIOR  GLASS  HISTORY . 


Tlie  ideals  and  ambitions  of  the  sophomore 
classes  of  high  school  are  invariably  influenced 
by  their  upper  classmen.  The  former  regard 
the  latter  with  a  sort  of  unconscious  reverence 
as  criteria  of  the  finest  accomplishments,  and 
are  continually  striving  to  surpass  the  excel- 
lence of  these  attainments.  On  entering  Win- 
throp  High  School  the  class  of  1937  encountered 
lofty  standards  that  had  been  established  by 
the  extremely  active  classes  of  1935  and  1936. 
Yet  when  one  considers  the  activities  of  1937 's 
class,  he  will  \mdoubtedly  realize  that  1937 's 
claim  of  success  in  attaining  its  ideals  of  good 
sportsmanship  and  initiative,  and  in  breaking 
the  records  of  previous  classes  in  several  re- 
spects is  no  idle  boast. 

One  of  the  early  proofs  of  Thirty-Seven's 
outstanding  merit  was  the  Collegiate  Sophomore 
Social,  the  last  and  most  successful  of  the  year's 
dances  in  which  the  whole  school  was  invited 
to  participate.  By  continuing  during  the  jun- 
ior and  senior  years  to  elect  as  efficient  class 
officers  and  representatives  as  in  the  first  year, 
the  class  of  1937  continued  to  enjoy  as  success- 
ful social  affairs. 

Worthy  recognition  of  its  abilities  was 
brought  to  Sophomore  Thirty-Seven  by  the 
splendid  work  of  its  representative  in  the  school 
play  "Husbands  Three".  The  second  year  at 
Winthrop  High  School  presented  at  the  foot- 
lights the  talent  that  had  been  developing  in 
Thirty-Seven 's  participants  in  the  weekly  assem- 
bly programs ;  the  cast  of  the  play  ' '  Apple 
Sauce"  was  composed  entirely  of  juniors  who 
/         gathered  garlands  of  well-warranted  praise. 

Accompanied  by  a  no  smaller  amount  of  ap- 
plause, the  curtains  closed  on  the  delightful 
scenes  of  Tarkington's  Seventeen,  presented  by 
Senior  Thirty-Seven.  The  exhibition  of  the  dra- 
matic talent  of  the  class  culminated  in  the  com- 


edy operetta  Who  Discovered  America?  its  song 
and  dance  drew  together  the  blue  and  white 
velvet  curtains  on  the  grand  finale  of  Thirty- 
Seven's  pageant  of  drama. 

The  spirit — the  faculty  by  which  all  diligent 
activity  and  initiative  function — the  spirit  of 
the  class  which  bore  the  numerals  1937  was  un- 
wavering. The  whole-hearted  support  of  the 
sports  of  Alma  ]\Iater  led  tlie  boys  on  to  many 
victories  in  football,  basketball,  baseball,  and 
track ;  for  no  matter  what  the  score,  the  sports- 
manship backing  the  teams  and  the  fair  play  of 
the  athletes  afforded  for  the  school  a  moral  glory, 
the  type  of  victory  sought  universally  by  aca- 
demic institutions.  In  its  last  year  at  Win- 
throp High  School,  Thirty-Seven  raised  the 
track  team  to  one  of  its  highest  degrees  of  prom- 
inence. Football,  basketball,  and  track  trophies 
awarded  to  members  of  the  class  during  the 
years  were  significant  of  all-around  excellence. 
While  the  boys  were  busy  bestowing  upon  the 
school  these  athletic  honors,  the  girls  of  the 
class  were  also  developing  the  hockey  and  bas- 
ketball teams.  To  the  girls  of  1937  is  owed  the 
credit  of  initiating  fencing  and  folk-dancing  as 
further  means  of  athletic  recreation  in  Win- 
throp High  School. 

The  versatility  of  the  Class  of  1937  found 
room  for  expansion  in  the  various  clubs  com- 
posed of  students  whose  interests  were  similarly 
inclined.  Under  the  supervision  of  senior  of- 
ficers of  the  Cla.ss  of  1937,  the  members  of  the 
French,  German,  and  Science  Clubs  enjoyed 
many  profitable  meetings.  The  art  of  the  Art 
Club  was  recognized  in  the  scenexy  for  the  op- 
eretta and  in  the  advertisement  of  school  af- 
fairs and  other  clubs.  Another  organization  ini- 
tiated by  Thirty-Seven  was  the  Mathematics 
Club,  primarily  intended  for  students  of  the 
technical  coiirse.    The  school  and  Dance  Or- 
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chostra  and  the  School  Band  willingly  furnished 
music  for  social  affairs,  entertainments,  Friday 
afternoon  dancin<j:  and  football  games.  The  De- 
batinp-  Club  produced  a  fine  group  of  Varsitj' 
Debatei"s  to  represent  the  Class  of  1937. 

Despite  the  time  spent  in  shaping  these  extra- 
curricula  successes,  Thirty-Seven's  scholastic 
abilities  were  decidedly  not  neglected ;  in  fact, 
the  Honor  Students  formed  a  considerable  per- 
centage of  the  class  enrollment.  It  was  a  Thirty- 
Seven  member  who  won  laurels  for  Winthrop 
High  School  by  excelling  thousands  of  partici- 
pants from  diffei-ent  schools  in  the  Herald- 
Traveler  Spelling  Bee  during  our  Junior  Year. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  worth  while  feats 


in  the  record  of  the  class  was  the  splendid  work 
of  the  Echo  Board  of  1937. 

Thus,  after  three  years  in  which  the  mem- 
bers of  Thirtj'-Seven  cooperated  in  all  its  under- 
takings, the  ideals  and  ambitions  of  sophomores 
had  faded  gradually  into  material  accomplish- 
ments of  .seniors.  The  History  of  the  class  of 
1937  in  Winthrop  High  School  is  the  story  of  a 
brilliant  course  of  events  of  which  the  school 
may  be  sincerely  proud,  and  as  Thirty-Seven 
makes  its  first  step  in  the  graduation  march, 
it  is  also  making  the  first  step  in  its  contribu- 
tion to  a  worthwhile  citizenship,  part  of  whose 
foundation  was  laid  within  the  walls  of  Win- 
throp High  School.

During  the  season  a  record  was  kept  of  each 
player's  average.

The  Wintlirop  Track  Team  had  a  successful 
indoor  season.  We  placed  in  every  indoor  meet 
of  the  ^lassachusetts  season  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  school. 

Most  of  Wintlirop 's  Points  this  year  have 
been  gained  by  the  excellent  runninji-  of  Ed 
Macfarland  in  the  hurdles  and  liis  great  jump- 
ing in  the  high  jump.  W.  Lindsey  and  Granger 
have  also  placed  this  year  to  net  Wintlirop  a 
few  points.
